A good many Gray-Dort owners 
swapped experiences at the recent 
Montreal automobile show. Some of 
them had driven their cars upwards 
of fifteen thousand miles and all of 
them were most enthusiastic about 
the way iu which their cars had stood 
under all kinds of hard service. Low 
upkeep wae another point which was 
brought out very strongly 

One driver who visited the show 
lives in Nova Scotia and had driven 
his Gray Dort touring carsometwelve 
thousand miles without eveu so wuch 
as removing aspark plug. He bad 
absolutely no upkeep repair expense 
during the time be had owned his 
Gray Dort and stated that he diddn’t 
kuow how the inside of hia tool kit 
looked, 

There was a number of others, too, 
who had driven their cars from ten 
thousand miles upward with repair 
expenses not averaging over six dollars, 
which is truly remarkable when one 
considers that vearly all of these cars 
were iv use in the country, where the 
road condisions are far from the best.
